States army for the Invasion of Cuba, 
commanded by General Shaftei, arrived 
oft Santiago de Cuba yesterday at noon 
The troops, numbering about 16.000 men,

and place for the landing of the soldiers 
had not then been decided upon.

Washington, June 21.—There was Im-

The transports, with 15,000 men, 
he was informed, had arrived safely off 
Santiago and direct cable communica- 
tion had been established between the 
United States and Guantanamo, where 
the United States marines now hold pos- 
session of Cuban soil.

real. He was entruste'd some weeks ago 
the task of re-establisKir>K cable and 
telegraphic communication wltTi Cuba. 
Under hi* supervision Cieutenant Col- 
onel Jan. Allen of General Miles' staff, 
with officers and men of the signal corps, 
have been busily engaged In the execu- 
tion of that work. 


The French Cable company, whose 


cable runs from Santiago to Guanlana- 
mo and Santiago, with permission to 
ctnd ' commercial and 
domestic dis- 


patches under a strict military censor- 
ship necessitated by war conditions. 


The cable steamer Manuel was em- 


ployed for the work, and communication 
was restored between Cape Haytien and 
Guantanamo about 3 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. It is expected that today or 
Wednesday the cable will be thrown 
open to the general public, subject to 
censorship. The first message over this 
restored cable was one from Lieutenant 
Colonel Allen to General Greely an- 
nouncing the reopening of communica- 
tion. 


General Greely immediately directed 


the officer to obtain and forward the 
earliest possible advices as to the ar- 
rival of the United States troop trans- 
ports. Lieutenant Colonel Allen applied 
to Captain McCalla, in command of-the 
United States naval forces in Guan- 
tanamo bay. The captain in turn sent 
out a boat to Admiral Sampson's squad- 
ron, which returned with the news that 
the transports had arrived sal'ely and 
wore lying off Santiago, and that at 
the moment of the report General Shat- 
ter, commanding the military expedi- 
tion, was on board the flagship New 
York consulting with Admiral Sampson 
respecting the landing of the troops. 
The news was particularly grateful to 
Secretary Alger, who, besides his offi- 
cial interest in the safe arrival o£ the 
expedition, has a natural concern for the 
welfare for his son, an Inspector on Gen. 
Shatter's staff. 


The news was promptly communicat- 


ed to the navy department, where thero 
was a general expression of satisfaction 
at the notification that they will be abla 
hereafter to communicate directly with 
Admiral Sampson. 


The vesaels that have arrived Ott San- 


tiago, with the trooops on 
board of 


each, according to the data supplied to 
the war department by General Shat- 
ter, numbered, with the convoy, 49 ves- 
sels, and Is the most numerous that 
ever li-f t the waters of the United States 
for a foreign country. 


It is expected here that the transports 


yui\\ remain off Santiago, or perhaps 
nearer thu exact landing point of the 
troops until Santiago has been cap- 
tured, when they will take aboard tlia 
greater part of the invading army if 
they can be spared from that locality 
and convey the troops to Porto Rico to 
effect the capture of the Island. 


Another piece of good news that came 


to the navq department through the 
medium of the state department was 
from a rellablo authority in Marseilles, 
France, stating that positive informa- 
tion |:»fid been received there that the 
Cadiz fleet had returned to Cadiz after 
Its pretentious departure, with One ot 
thf> moat formidable of the ships, the 
Vittoria. disabled and in tow of one of 
the other ships. 


The Vittoria is one of the broadsWe 


ships uf the Spanish navy, being simi- 
lar in that respect to the Numancla, an- 
other vessel of the squadron. She has 
no turrets, but, like the old style iron- 
clads, has her guns mounted broadside 
)if>hind a citadel of heavy Iron. She bas 
Imn neglucied for many years at Cadiz, 
and ii i= ^resumed that the heavy re- 
pairs made upon her to prepare for ac- 
tive service were nut extensive enough' 
to make good the damage to her ma- 
chinery sustained through neglect. 


Th^ following order was drawn up l/y 


the war department today for immedi- 
ate Issuance: 


"By direction of the president, the 


fpvc'.'s comprising the Philippines expe- 
dition under command o£ Major General 
Merrill, U. S. A., are hereby constituted 
an arrny corps, to be known as the 
Eighth. 


"Major General Merrltt is assigned to 


the command of the Eighth corps, wiTh 
authority to tansfer the command of the 
corps to the next officer in rank at any 
puch time as he may deem It expedient 
as a matter of military administration, 
in order that he may be left free to de- 
vote his attention to important matters 
of government connected with the Phil- 
ppine islands." 


This is the flpst official Information 


concerning the administration's fur- 
ther policy in the Philippines. 
From 


the text of the order it is clearly evi- 
dent lhat General Merritt will be made 
governor general of the islands. 


The cabinet meeting today developed 


nothing of great importance in the war 
gituation. Official advices have been re- 
ceived of the safe arrival at Santiago 
o£ the transports with General Shaf ter's 
army, and a conference between the two 
commanders. 
If any decision 
was 


reached a^ to where or when the disem- 
barkation was to take place it was not 
Communicated in the cablegram before 
.he cabinet. The refusal of the Spaniards 
to exchange Lieutenant Hobson and his 
comrades is regarded by members of the 
cabinet as a trick to prevent the bom- 
bardment of Morro castle.

The North end was the scene of

The other workmen rushed to his side 
and he was careiuUy carried to the 
ground and afterwards taken to the 
Cottage Hospital in one of Walker's 
coal teams. 


Fernald is a man between 65 and 70 


years of age and has a wife and family 
living in Eliot. He has been employed 
on the Boston & Maine road for a 
number of years and has been most 
faithful in the 
performance of his 


duties. 


His many friends will be pained to 


learn ot his severe accident. 


Dr. Cbeever attended tbe injured 


man and found him suffering from a 
severe scalp wound which laid the bone 
bare. There was another cut on his 
neck and it is thought his skull is frac- 
tured.
